The report 
shows that no losses have occured to the funds of the conference 
except m the diminished rate of .interest. The amount of the 
“ Winter’s Fund” at date inflS, 892.86, consisting of mortgages, deeds, 
notes, certificates of deposit and cash. The interest from the invest- 
ments which the Board recommend shall be paid over to the Super- 
annuated Pre-ichers’ Aid interest is J900. The Board also ordered 
the interest $20.40 paid to Church Extension Fund, and $20 interest 
from the G. W. Lowe bequest, to the two most necessitous cases. 
The term of trusteeship of W. H. Shier, John McEldowney and J. M. 
Gordon expiring the present year, the Board respectfully nominated 
the same to the Conference for reelection. 

The Board took into consideration the subject of the contemplat- 
ed effort to celebrate the incoming twentieth century by special gifts 
to benevolent causes, and the following resolutions were offered by 
trustee Jacklin and unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, that we look with great pleasure upon the purpose of 
the church to celebrate the inauguration of the twentieth century by 
raising large funds for the strengthening of the various institutions 
and interprises within the church.

Resolved VII, That every Conference be and hereby is earnestly 
requested to lay special and emphatic stress on the following con- 
siderations : 

(1) The pre-eminent importance of arriving at spiritual results. 

(2) The urgent necessity that every donor should make his thank- 
offering a special gift and not allow it at all to interfere wdth his 
regular contributions to our churches, institutions, and benevolent 
societies. 

(3) The right of each contributor to designate the object to which his 
offering shall be applied, within the limits fixed by the Twentieth 
Century Thank-Offering Commission. 

Resolved VIII, All subscriptions and gifts shall be reported quar- 
terly to the Secretaries of these Commissions and to tlie General 
Corresponding Secretary, Rev. Edmund M. Mills, 150 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, N. X. 

(4) That all gifts undesignated by their contributors shall be paid 
to the Publishing Agents of the Methodist Book Concern, to be held 
in trust, to be appropriated for the aid of the educational institutions 
of the Church, said appropriation and distribution to be made by the 
General Conference of 1900. 

And the committee recommended to the membership of thfs 'con- 
ference the following objects as worthy of generous consideration ; 
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The fund of the Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society; Albion 
College; the Wesleyan Guild at Ann Arbor; Church indebtedness, 
the debts on church and parsonage property and on the Episcopal 
residence ; New church enterprises. (Signed) — W. H. Shier, C. T. 
Allen, C. W. Baldwin, W. L. Holmes, K. S. Copeland. 

Bishop Andrews took the chair. 

C. W. Austin was granted a superannuated relation. 

Geo. P. Mains, D. D., one of our publishing agents at 
N. Y. addressed the Conference; as did also E. M. Mills, D. D., 
Secretary of the Twentieth Century Thank-Offering Com- 
mission and John Pearson, Field Agent of the American 
Bible Society, and W. F, McDowell, D. D., Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board of Education. 

W. G. Nixon, Conference Treasurer, made his report. 
Accepted. 

The Board of Stewards were authorized to borrow suf- 
ficient money to balance accounts. 

F. Bradley presented the report of the W. F. M. S., Eugene 
Allen that of Committee on Periodicals, and J. I. Nickerson 
that of the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society. 
They were adopted. 

The special committee on Insurance made a partial report 
and was continued. 

The notices were given, the doxology was sung. Bishop 
Andrews pronounced the benediction. 



SIXTH DAY. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Bishop Andrews took the chair at 2:30 o’clock. L. R. 
F’iske offered prayer. The Journal of the morning session 
was read and approved. 

C. H. Morgan presented the following resolution : 

Resolved, That our delegates to the General Conference be in- 
structed to seek such addition to the provision for certificates relating 
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to subjects prescribed for traveling and local preachers, so that when 
any of our literary or theological institutions shall certify that a per- 
son has been accredited by such institution for studies pursued in 
schools other than our own such certification may be accepted by 
a conference as equivalent to that of its own committee of examin- 
ation. Adopted. 

S. A. Dean presented the report on Temperance ; J, E. 
Beach, that on the W. H. M. S. ; W, W. Will, that on Missions 
and Mission Auditing; they were adopted. B. L. McElroy 
gave the report on Education. The Secretary was authorized 
to cast the ballot for the trustees nominated therein, and the 
report was adopted. 

G. N. Kennedy presented the report of the Committee on 
the Sanctity of the Sabbath ; F. H. Townsend, the report on 
Church Extension and F. O. Jones the reports on Bible Cause, 
Sunday Schools and Tracts. They were adopted. 

A collection was taken to defray the expenses of the 
Secretaries. 

The memoirs of the deceased members of the Conference 
were adopted and ordered printed. 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That the presiding Elders be requested to furnish the 
Secretary of the Conference the names of all persons employed to 
supply charges at, or as soon after conference as possible, and that 
these names be printed in the list of ai)pointments ; also other 
changes, officially made, so far as they can be furnished early enough 
for that purpose. L. N. Moon. 

The report of the Conference Stewards was given and the 
moneys for Conference Claimants were disbursed. 

C. M. Copeland, State Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. was 
introduced, and addressed the Conference. 

The Statistical Secretary presented his report. It was 
adopted. The reports showing a decrease in membership, on 
motion of O. W. Willits, the third Friday of October was set 
apart as a day of fasting and prayer in view of our humiliation 
because of the decrease of our membership this year. 

The secretary was authorized to edit the minutes and the 
reports, in no case omitting resolutions. 
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7:30 o’clock was fixed as the hour of the evening session. 
Bishop Andrews, on invitation of Bishop Goodsell, briefly 
addressed the Conference. 

The doxology was sung, and Bishop Goodsell dismissed the 
Conference with the Benediction.

Rev. James Richard Noble was born in Cornwall, England, 
in November, 1820, born again in 1838, and united with the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church, and was soon after licensed as 
a local preacher, and became an effective worker in that office. 
In 18M he was married to Miss May Stevens and shortly after 
they emigrated to America and settled in Wisconsin, and a few 
years later he located in the mining region near Lake Superior. 
Michigan, where he continued to exercise his gifts as a local 
preacher until the fall of 1857, when he was received on trial 
in the Detroit conference and appointed to Portage Lake, in the 
Upper Peninsula. He was ordained deacon in 1859 by Bishop 
Janes, and elder in 1861 by Bishop Ames. 

His appointments have been as follows: 1857, Portage Lake; 
’58, Cbesterfield; *59 and ’60, Oakland; ’61, Washington; ’62, Utica 
and Stony Creek; ’63 and ’64. Oxford; '65 and ’66. Maple Grove. 
Lake Superior District; ’67, Clifton; ’68 and ’69, Eagle Harbor; 
’70, supernumerary’; ’71, ’72 and ’73, Dearborn and Inkster; ’74 
and ’75, Salem and Northtield; ’76, Mt. Vernon; ’77 and ’78, New 
Haven and Chestertield; ’79, Richmond; ’80 and ’81, Trenton. 

In all these charges he wrought faithfully, doing the work 
of a Methodist preacher and pastor loyally and earnestly. 

As a herald of Jesus Christ he was punctual, systematic, 
fearless and energetic, preaching out of the fulness of a personal 
experience that the gosx>el is the i>ower of God unto salvation, 
and rejoiced when men accepted and received it as such, as 
many did under his ministiy. His faith and life were thoroughly 
imbued with the spirit of Methodism, and he was always ready 
to defend it wherever it was assailed in his hearing. 

In 1882, on account of failing health, he took a superau- 
uated relation and settled in the village of Wayne, Mich., where 
he purchased a comfortable home, and where he identified him- 
self with the interests of the church and community. For a 
numlK'r of yeai*s he successfully conducted a Bible class in the 
Sabbath school, preached occasionally and assisted the pastors 
in their work. He greatly enjoytHl the service's of the sanctuary, 
and was always present when health and strength permitted. 
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The people of the village honored his integrity and fidelity by 
electing him several times a member of the village council and 
school board, where he faithfully discharged his duties as a man 
and a citizen. 

For the last three years of his earthly sojourn he was com- 
pelled to relinquish his active religious duties, because of seri- 
ous personal aflliction, but in the midst of it all his mind was 
calm, his faith well-founded and his hope of a blessed future 
bright and clear. 

The end came in the morning of November 22, 1898, when 
the cro.ss of toil and bodily suffering was exchanged for the 
crown of glory and righteousness. Funeral services were con- 
ducted by his pastor. Rev. M, H. Bartram, assisted by Revs. 
AV. M. AA'ard and J. B. Oliver, of our church, and W. H. Shannon, 
pastor of the Congregational church of Wayne, and his remains 
were laid to rest in the village cemetery. 

Brother and Sister Noble had no childi'en of their own, but 
some of the children of near relatives found a congenial home 
Avith them for several years. Sister Noble, in feeble health, 
awaits the Master’s call to the reunion in that other and blessed 
life, where "they who have turned many to righteousness shall 
shine as the stars in the kingdom of our Father forever.”

I^eu. U/illiam Jaylor 

AVas born of Scotch and AA’elsh parentage in Rainham, Kent 
county, England, February 2d. 1817. Ills parents were meml)ers 
of the AA'esleyan Connection, in Avhich his father was a local 
preacher. AA'ith such a birth and environments, it is no wonder 
that in early life his mind became deeply impressed with religious 
thought and sentiment, and although these remained dormant 
during his early years, they left his mind susceptible to gospel 
infiuences, and during the pastorate of Rev. J. F. Davidson at 
Monroe, in January, 18J7, Brother Taylor gave himself wholly 
up to the Eord and his service, and in due season Avas received 
into the church, and in Alarch, 18J18. Avas apiwinted a class- 
leader, and February 12th. 1840, Avas given an exhorter’s license, 
and in November folloAving this Avas succeeded by a local preach- 
er’s license. 

A conviction that he ought to doA'ote his life to the Avork of 
the gospel ministry led him to make, as far as possible, the nec- 
essary preparation for that calling, by using all his spare time in 
reading and study. His educational advantages in the old coun- 
try brought him up tq alKiut our present high school grade. 
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He joined the Michigan conference on trial in the fall of 
1841, and was appointed junior preacher on Dearborn circuit, 
with Rot. John Gray of blessed memoiy. Here he witnessed a 
fine revival and a large number of conversions. His next ap- 
pointment was Palmyra, in 1842, and he had a good revival at an 
out-appointment, and organized a class, which became later the 
Deerfield church. 

His subsequent appointments were as follows: 1843, Te- 

cumseh, with Rev. R. Sapp; ’44, Brooklyn; ’45, Birmingham; ’46, 
Utica, with David Thomas, preacher in charge; ’47, Fentonville, 
which he was unable to serve on account of protracted illness; 
’48, superannuated; ’49, Port Huron; ’50-’51, superannuated; ’52 
and ’53, Paw Paw; ’54 and ’55, Northville; ’56, Dexter; ’57 and 
’58, Grass Lake; ’59 and ’60, Fentonville; ’61, Mt. Clemens; ’62, 
Lapeer; ’63 and ’64, Almont; ’65-’68, Presiding Elder of the 
Romeo District; ’69, Holly; ’70-’72, Blissffeld; ’73-’75, Lexington; 
’76, Algonac; ’77 and ’78, Flushing; ’79 and ’80, Vernon. In 1881 
he took a superannuated relation on account of poor health, and 
remained in that relation until called home. 

At Grass Lake and Fentonville he had extensive revivals 
and many accessions to the church. 

He was ordained deacon by Bishop Soule, and admitted into 
full connection in 1843, and in 1845 was ordained elder by Bishop 
Janes. 

He w’as married June 13th, 1843, at Adrian, by Rev. J. A. 
Baughman to Miss Jane C. Taylor, who bore the same family 
name as himself, but was not related. This union w’as blessed 
w’ith six children, of whom only one is living. Rev. Wm. Asbury 
Taylor, of the Michigan conference. 

A daughter married Edward A. Urch, a prominent layman 
of Clarkston, and deceased in November, 1876. Mrs. Taylor, who 
was a very devoted woman and a useful Christian, died at Fen- 
tonville, September 20th, 1860, and Brother Taylor was married 
the second time August 8th, 1861, to Miss Charlotte Ainsworth 
at Algonac, who died at Bath, Mich., January 20th, 1890. She 
was a help-meet indeed and a faithful mother to his children by 
his first marriage. Two children were born to them, of whom 
only one, Mrs. Grant Skinner, of Algonac, survives. 

After the death of his second wife. Brother Taylor lived 
with his children, and his sweet Christian spirit and kindly ways 
made him greatly beloved by all who knew him, and his life was 
a constant benediction to Ids loved ones. 

He was translated from the Methodist parsonage in Ithaca, 
Mich., January 25th, 1899, near the close of the eighty-second 
yejir of his earthly pilgrimage, and his funeral w\as conducted at 
Algonac the following Sabbath by his old friend and colleague 
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in the ministiy, Rev. John Russell, and his remains rest by those 
of his wife. 

“Brother Taylor was one of the most retiring of men. With 
his native quietness of spirit, it was a wonder that he bore the 
rugged work of an early itinerant so successfully and bravely. 
There was in him no eagerness for preference, place or notoriety. 
He was a man whose acts harmonized with his faith in the 
spiritual recompense of every Christian virtue cultivated. Hence 
he looked for his satisfaction and reward in soul welfare and 
not in worldly or material gain. A man universally respected 
and beloved by all who knew him, he wrought long and well, 
and he bore patiently and submissively.” 

His pulpit efforts were characterized by clearness of diction, 
soundness of doctrine, earnestness of puriwse and supreme loy- 
alty to his Master. His life and ministry were a rich legacy to 
the church and an ornament to the gospel of Calvary.

F^eu. Cymai) 

Was born in Yates county. New York. September 3d, 1829, and 
died at his home in Detroit January 28th, 1899. 

When .about twenty years of age he came to Michigan and 
settled near Parsnallville, Livingston county, where some of his 
friends are still living. 

In 1854, under the preaching of Rev. L. W. Wells, this young 
man was awakened, and after an Intense struggle, which con- 
tinued several days, he was let into the light and favor of God 
while praying in a barn. He once told the writer of this 
memoir that he entered the barn that morning determined that 
he would never leave it until he knew that he was a Christian. 
He soon returned to the house praising the Lord. 

Along with the sense of pardon there came the eomraond, “Go 
preach my gospel.” This occasioned him another struggle, which 
in the settlement of it found him at the door of the Michigan 
Conference knocking for admission. 

This was at Flint, in 1855. He was received on trial and ap- 
pointed to the Hartland charge. The circuit was large, em- 
bracing a dozen i>reaching places; but the young preacher en- 
tered ursm his work with a courage and zeal which at once won 
for him a warm place in the hearts of the people, ^klaiiy souls 
were converted during the year. 

His appointments were Hartland, Oak Grove, Fowlerville, 
each one j’ear. Ferry, Howell, two years each; Clinton, one 
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year; Morenci, Utica, each two year>=; Ridgeway, one year; Te- 
ciimseli, two years. 

Health failing him he now took a superannuated relation, 
which continued for ten years. In 1879 he was again placed on 
the effective list and appointed to Salem and Northfield, then to 
Dansville, then to Warren, each one year. This closed his long 
list of appointments. 

By reason of continually declining health, he was compelled 
seventeen years ago to retire from the effective ranks, since 
which time he was able to do little pulpit work. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Waugh in 1857, and elder by Bishop 
Janes in 1859. 

In 1857 he was married to Miss Elizabeth Boyd, of Howell, 
who cheerfully shared in the toils and responsibilities of the it- 
inerant’s life. Of the family, she alone remains to mourn the de- 
parted. 

While stationed at Morenci in 1804, he became chaplain of 
the Thirtieth Regiment of Michigan Volunteers. The regiment 
did not see service in the held, but did garrison duty at Port 
Huron. 

The Michigan Advocate said that his death was easy, peace- 
ful and made bright by veiy happy experiences. A few hours 
before going, he saw, or seemed to see, kindred spirits who had 
preceded him to the l>etter country. 

Revs. C. W. Blodgett. W. H. Shier and J. E. Jacklin con- 
ducted the funeral services at the home on Greenwood avenue. 
Detioit, on Monday, January JOth, and the interment occurred at 
Howell the following day,

Mrs. Eliza M. Fross. relict of Rev. Giles N. Belknap, was 
born in Chautauqua town and county. State of New York. March 
rj, 1812, and died in Portland. N. Y.. February 22d, 1898. 

She was married to Rev, G. N. Belknap, of blessed memory, 
in 1841. and in 1848 they came to Michigan for the benefit of 
Brother B.*s health, which so improved that in 1848 he united 
with the Michigan Conference on trial, and for eighteen years 
she wrought heroicall.v by his side as the wife of a pioneer Meth- 
(Mlist preacher, enduring its toils and triumphs with sweet sub- 
mission and an intensified faith, and many in the fields of labor 
Avhere he preached will arise and call her blessed. 
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Her early life having been spent in teaching, she was emi- 
nently litted to lead souls to the Savior whom she loved so well. 

Blessed with a good constitution and an untiring zeal, she 
wrought long and successfully in the Master’s vineyard, and the 
greater the difficulties encountered, the stronger seemed her 
courage and faith. Her interest and activity in her church work 
never flagged, and she kept Avell posted in everything pertaining 
to the progress of the gospel at home and abroad. She was a 
regular attendant at the Chautauqua Assemffiy from its incep- 
tion, except a few seasons spent in Michigan with her daughter, 
Mrs. Kate A. M. Hill, of Saginaw. 

After her husband’s death, in April. I860, she returned to 
her native state, and made her home with her son. Dr. M. C. 
Belknap, of Mayville, N. Y. While visiting a niece in Portland, 
N. Y., she was attacked by pneumonia, and in a few days “was 
not, for God took her’’ home. Funeral services were conducted 
there by a friend. Rev. Mr. Wade, and her remains were brought 
to Goodrich, Mich., and laid by the side of her husband and child.

CHLUCH EXTENSION. 

We believe “America to be the strategic basis for the Chris- 
tianization of the world,” as goes America, morally and spiritu- 
ally, so goes the world. But as yet, vast sections of our land 
are without gospel privileges and at many points congregations 
are without a church. These must look to some such organiza- 
tion as our Church Extension Society for aid. Detroit confer- 
« nce is under special obligations to the Church Extension Boar<l. 
It seems as though wo had scarcely begun to appreciate the sit- 
uation and obligation. We have raised this year only $1,829,00. 
AVhereas we should have raised at least one-fourth of the amount 
raised for missions, which would have brought the collection 
up to $o,031.(X). The great need of the people is for light. The 
materials to supply this need are afforded by the Society in its 
publications and through the church papers.

FREEDMEN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

'Hie most important duty of the hour pertaining to the work 
of the Alethodist Episcopal Church in the beautiful Southland is 
that of relieving this Society of its burdensome debt.

It is gratifying that for several years the contributions in- 
creased. The year 1898 shows an increase over the previous 
yeai' of $356. Eet the Detroit Conference, one of the strongest, 
noted for its past achievements, arise and take its share of the 
debt that is so crippling this noble Society,

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EDUCATION. 

The work of the Board of Education cannot he too earnestl.v 
emphasized, touching:, as it does, the life of the Church at so 
manj’’ vital joints. Last year 32 students within the bounds of 
our Conference received aid to the amount of $1,402, whereas 
our contributions reached only $1,005.41, again causing us to 
overdiraw our gifts. Recognizing the injustice of this, we insist 
that a Children’s Day collection be taken this year in every 
charge. 

We deeply lament the death of Dr. Chas. H. Payne, the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Board, under whose wise direction 
the Society lias enjoyed such prosperity; and at the same time 
extend our cordial greetings to Dr. McDowell, to whose care the 
large interests of the educational work have been entrusted. We 
note with pleasure the earnest work going forward in the inter- 
ests of Albion College, and would especially commend this 
worthy institution to the thoughtful consideration of all our 
people. We heartily concur in the recommendation of the 
Twentieth Century Thank Offering Committee that the sum of 
$150,000 be raised in our Conference to relieve the indebtedness 
and forward its work. The spiritual atmosphere of this institu- 
tion is most gratifying — ^94 per cent, of the students in the col- 
lege classes being Christians. A college breathing such a spirit 
is certainly worthy of the sympathy and better support of Meth- 
odism. We recommend that so far as possible, Sunday, Nov. 19, 
be observed as Educational Day in the interest of Albion. As 
trustees, to succeed themselves, we would nominate Dr. J. F. 
Berry, of Chicago, and Horace Hitchcock, of Detroit. After 
many years of highly efficient service, Henry M. Loudi desires 
to retire from the Board, and we would nominate as his suc- 
cessor James C. McCaul, of Detroit. Our ably equipped Theo- 
logical Schools, Boston, Drew and Oarrett, carry our fullest en- 
dorsement, presenting to our younger brethren advantages as 
attractive as they are essential to the times in which we live. 
In token of our gratitude to Almighty God, we pledge our sup- 
port to the Twentieth Century Thank Offering Commission in 
its efforts to secure large offerings for the cause of Christian 
education.

THE SABBATH. 

We deplore the attacks Avhich are being made upon the quiet 
and sanctity of the Christian Sabbath by wealthy and powerful 
corporations such as railroad, electric and steamboat companies, 
Avhose object is financial profit for themselves, by inducing the 
pleasure-seeking and criminal classes to make the Sabbath a 
day of hilarious debauch at the beer-garden and place of noisy 
amusement, established in rural sections by these companies. 

We belie\"e that places of amusement and recreation, oper- 
ated for financial profit, should be closed on the Sabbath. We 
believe that the specious plea of the laboring man that he must 
seek recreation on the Sabbath because he cannot afford a holi- 
day at any other time, is leading to his enslavement and degra- 
dation by the corporations he serves, necessitating the 
employment of thousands of men seven days every week, with 
no opportunity for physical recuperation and intellectual and 
spiritual culture. 

We AA’^ould call the attention of the Church to the Michigan 
Sunday law, Avhich declares it to be unlawful to maintain a place 
of amusement on the Sabbath, yet has no enforcement clause 
by which the laAV' can be made effective. We approve the 
Aldrich bill, which failed to pass the present Legislature, al- 
though its passage was demanded by more people than asked 
for the passage of any other bill which was presented, its failure 
to be passed being due to the opposition of servants or counsel of 
railroad and other corporations, elected by these corporations. 
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or afterward manipulated to care for their interests. We there- 
fore recommend that our ministers preach frequently and em- 
phatically upon our right to a peaceful and religious Sabbath.

day, and that we pledge the powder of the Church in the creation 
of a sentiment which shall secure the election of safe and con- 
scientious men to our next Legislature and the enactment of an 
enforcement clause in the Michigan Sunday Law\

RULES OF ORDER 



As Adopted in Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 

Session Since. 



1. The Conference shall meet at o’clock a. m,, and adjourn at 12 m., but may alter 
the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Conference 
stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to religious services 
and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Con- 
ference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the Conference, 
but any member may decline serving on more thau one committee at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6 When a motion, resolution or report presented, is read by the Secretary, or stated 
by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any motion or 
resolution maybe withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or amendment. 

7. Ho new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration has 

been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following 
should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
placed, viz: Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, reference to a committee, post- 

ponement to any given time or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to call 
him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or disrespectful lan- 
guage; but any member may call the attention of the President to the subject when he 
deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain when he thinks him- 
self misrepresented. ^ 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the Con- 
ference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than fifteen 
minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person speak more 
than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for any 
member who vot^ with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without leave, 
unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any Question who is not within the bar of 
the Conference at the time such question is put by tne President, except by leave of Con- 
ference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put shall 
give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

1.5. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, and, 
when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall take 
charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them with care; 
suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Conference, except 
with the consent of the Conference; and snail forwaid the journal and papers to the next 
Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference until 
he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, ten days in 
advanc^if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it shall 
be bis duty to band the name of the person against whom objections are to be made to the. 
President of the Conference 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous question 
on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution to the 
table.]

REGULATIONS. 

1. No candidate for admission on trial shall be received to examination 
except on the written statement of a Presiding Elder that he intends to present 
the name of said candidate to the Conference. 

2. Two examinations shall beheld during the year: One in May, at such 
places as the Board of Examiners may determine ; the other at the seat of the 
Annual Conference the day before the opening session. 

3. The May examinations shall be held simultaneously. All candidates are 
required to appear for examination in May, or furnish satisfactory excuse for 
absence. 

4. All sermons, essays and syllabi shall be delivered at the May examina- 
tions, or sent to the Registrar within ten days thereafter. Dellquencies in this 
particular will be reported to the Board. 

5. Each Examiner shall prepare and send to the Chairman a list of questions 
on each subject assigned him, one month before the time of [examination. A 
second list of questions shall be prepared for those who have been “ con- 
ditioned.” Also two lists for all studies assigned to May. 

«. Ali examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of the 
Board, who shall immediately forward the papers to the Registrar. 

7. The candidate shall be required to finish writing on one study before 
receiving questions on another. 

8. The papers shall not be signed, but the name of the candidate shall be 
written on a separate sheet and attached to or inclosed with each of his papers. 

9. The Registrar shall forward the papei*s to the proper Exdminer, accom- 
panied by a number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on 
his roll. 

10. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the order 
in which they appear in this schedule. After the class has written upon a set 
of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to write upon the same set with- 
out consent of the Board ; or, in case of the May examinations, without con- 
sent of the conducting Examiner. 

11. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has 
already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed study, 
as a regular attendant on the class i*oom instruction, in an accepted literary or 
theological institution of the Methodist Episcopal Church, shall be received 
in lieu of Conference examination, except on Doctrine and Discipline. 

12. Examinations shall, as far as possible, be in writing; they shall be 
graded upon the scale of 100, and 70 shall be required to pass. 

13. Examiners siiall give such instruction and guidance in studies as pos- 
sible by correspondence. 

14. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay annually, 
at his first examination, a fee of fifty cents. 

15. According to the ruling of the Bishops no person can be received on trial, 
nor elected to Deacons’ or Elders’ orders while “conditioned ” in any study. 

16. After an Examiner has marked and delivered a paper to the Registrar, 
he has no authority to change the marking without the consent of the Board. 

17. Those who begin to write on the studies of a given year are expected to 
write on all the studies of that year. 

18. The May examinations shall be held on the last Wednesday of that 
month, at 9.00 A. M., at places and under the supervision of examiners, as fol- 
lows : Detroit, Haven Church, C. E. Allen. C. M. Thompson ; Adrian, C. L. 
Adams, D. H. Ramsdell; Port Huron, Gratiot Park, P. Desjardins; Saginaw, 
.Vmes Church, S. A. Dean; Flint. Court Street Church, A. Roedel; West 
Branch. H. F. Shier ; Negaunee, I. Wilcox, E. A. Elliott; Houghton, L. N. Moon. 
The examiners on any district may, by application to the Chairman, secure a 
change of the place or places of examinations, from the above plan, if upon 
consultation with the Presiding Elder it shall be deemed advisable. 



Note 1.— The Conference has requested the Presiding Elders to present the 
name of no person as a candidate for admission who has not attained the 
equivalent of a twelve grade high school education. 

2. To obtain credits here, certificates of work done in our schools should 
show the amount of time given to the subject, text books used, and the year in 
which the work was done.
